PROTEST RAISED 
Recently, Dr. James L. Goddard, food and drug 
commissioner, said in a press conference that 
the , corner drug store is obsolete and should be 
closed down. 
This rash statement by a high official in Wash­ 
ington seem s to have shocked the American peo­ 
ple as well as the nation’s druggists who have no 
respect or consideration for the fundamental free- 
dom of choice established by our constitution. 
It was this same Goddard who remarked that he 
could see no reason to eliminate and control the 
use of marijuana among our young people — and 
then complained he had been misquoted. 
Mr. Goddard’s idea is that drugs and prescrip­ 
tions should be dispensed by doctor's offices and 
at the hospitals and clinics. He wants us to stand 
in line awaiting our turn because the convenience 
of having our own druggists doesn’t conform to 
the goose-step of medicare, etc. 
The protest that has swamped Congress (many 
asking for Goddard’s resignation) must have been 
monumental. Now Wilbur J. Cohen, under-secre- 
tary of Health, Education and Welfare, announced 
that neither HEW nor the FDA “favors or en­ 
dorses any proposal for closing down drug stores 
now or in the future.” 
That's how it stands for now.

WINTER WHEAT IS A HARDY 
INDIVIDUAL 
As we move into the deep part of the winter of 
1968, people who deal in farm commodities begin 
to look more to the new crop year rather than 
to the old. 
The fact is, supplies of the 1967 
crops available for consumption are now fairly 
well established. The next question is, what are 
the prospects in the growing season ahead? 
Winter wheat is the one major crop for 1968 
already planted. One market analyst, commenting 
on conditions that might indicate either lower or 
higher prices ahead, included among bullish fac­ 
tors the usual efforts to kill off the crop ahead of 
harvest. This is the seasop of the year, he said, 
when we start getting reports of one thing or an­ 
other that is damaging the wheat. 
Last year long will be remembered by wheat 
authorities as a good example of the hardiness 
of the winter wheat plant. In much of the Plains, 
the crop was damaged by drought, then by late 
spring freezes. Finally it was subjected to pro­ 
longed rains. 
Yet there was a commendable 
harvest. 
Actually, the condition of the 1968 winter wheat 
crop is pretty good. 
Not the best ever, but a 
great improvement over this time last year when 
a dry winter was the big threat. It would be nor­ 
mal for something to happen between now and 
spring to worry wheat farmers and the trade. 
But, again, those with experience will have a 
lot of confidence that the crop will pull through. 
It doesn’t pay to panic at the first adverse report.

MEASLES VACCINATION URGED; 
Surgeon General William H. Stewart has urged 
parents to ha ye kindergarten, first and second 
grade children vaccinated against measles as the 
school year starts, pointing out that “measles 
epidemics can be wiped out completely in the 
United States.” Stewart said the number of cases 
currently is running at about one fourth that of 
1966, which in turn was about half the average 
for years before the measles vaccine was de­ 
veloped.

Some 300 drugs now in common medical use will 
be declared “ineffective” in the coming 18 months 
by the Food and Drug Administration. The first in 
a series of reports is expected by the end of Janu­ 
ary. 
A Senate Monopoly subcommittee resumes 
hearings on Thursday (Jan. 18) on drug industry 
profits. 
SOME FAMILY STANDBYS for common ailments 
are about to follow into oblivion the old specific 
of sulphur and molasses. 
The Food and Drug 
Administration, after a long study of some 3,000 
prescription and proprietary medicines, may take 
some 10 per cent of them off the shelves. 
The total number of drug store^items affected by 
the FDA reports in the next year and a half might 
be much more, inasmuch as many drugs are sold 
under several names. The reports will cover 
drugs that came onto the market between 1938 
tad 1962. The Kefauver-Harr is Drug Amendments 


of 1962 require manufacturers to demonstrate that 
a drug isnotonly safe by “effective.” That means 
that many favorites of families — and physicians 
— which were virtually placebos will be barred 
from sale. 
MUCH LITIGATION is likely to spring from the 
outlawing of drugs that the FDA disapproves. Dr. 
James L. Goddard, commissioner of the FDA, on 
Dec. 30 suggested that “a number of physicians 
will be upset,” adding that “knowing my broth­ 
er physicians as I do, I know there are going to 
be a number of complaints.” 
The FDA study was conducted by the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
This has been called the 
counterpart in the scientific community of “the 
Established Church, the House of Lords, the Su­ 
preme Court, and headquarters of the politics 
of science.” 
The man who made that judgment 
concedes at the same time; “ In regard to drug 
safety, pesticide hazards, arms control, drug 
hazards, and a score of other issues involving 
the wise use of science and technology, the 
Academy has not demonstrated any great fore­ 
sight prior to outbursts of public concern.” The 
NAS reports relayed through FDA will be some­ 
thing of an innovation all way round. 
THE FDA REPORT on ineffective drugs comes 
at a time when the pharmaceutical industry is in 
a state of apology, or at least self-justification. 
Three major manufacturers were found guilty on 
Dec. 29 of conspiring to control the production 
and distribution of $1.7 billion worth of antibiotics. 
FDA only recently cautioned doctors against use 
of sulfonamide drugs to prevent rheumatic fever. 
Drug prices are under attack by Sen. Russell 
Long (D La.) and Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.). 
Government data show that American Cyanamid 
has sold for $30.60 a quantity of tetracycline with 
a production cost of as low as $1.52. In 1955 
American Cyanamid*s pre-tax profit on a $50 
million investment in antibiotics was $35.5. mil­ 
lion, or 70.9 per cent. 
The industry defends its practices. C. Joseph 
Stetler, president of the Pharmaceutical Manu­ 
facturers Association, on Nov. 16 told the Senate 
Select Small Business Committee; “The devel­ 
oping and marketing of the new drug products is 
an uncertain enterprise at best. The percentage 
of the sales dollar which the research-oriented 
drug companies spend to discover and develop 
new products is by far the highest of any Ameri­ 
can industry- Only one of about 6,000 compounds 
tested by drug companies turns out to be a mar­ 
ketable product, and even then it can reach the 
market only after years of animal and clinical 
testing.” 
About 1 billion prescriptions are filled by the 
nation’s retail pharmacists every year. 
More 
than 90 per cent of these “ signify a particular 
drug product of a specific manufacturer,” accord­ 
ing to the drug makers.

Erte reached the height of his fame in the 
roaring ’90s when he designed for the Zieg- 


feld Follies. George White’s Scandals, Holly­ 
wood and Harper’s Bazaar. 
Hollywood, however, was a bitter disap­ 
pointment. 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
brought 
him to America in 1925 to work on a film 
called "Paris.” They built an exact replica of 
Erte’s studio in Monte Carlo for him to work 
in. then left him to cool his heels for a year. 
"I was given a fabulous salary but no work 
to do,” he explains. “However, I w asn’t al­ 
lowed to go out of town even for the weekend, 
for fear my services might be needed. In the 
end I gave up in disgust and went back to 
P aris.” 
All that Hollywood did for Erte was to add 
the title "Prince” in front of his name.

Recently, Dr. James L. Goddard, food and drug 
commissioner, said in a press conference that 
the corner drug store is obsolete and should be 
closed down. 
This rash statement by a high official in Wash- 
ington seems to have shocked the American peo­ 
ple as well as the nation’s druggists who have no 
respect or consideration for the fundamental free­ 
dom of choice established by our constitution. 
It was this same Goddard who remarked that he 
could see no reason to eliminate and control the 
use of marijuana among our young people — and 
then complained he had been misquoted. 
Mr. Goddard’s idea is that drugs and prescrip­ 
tions should be dispensed by doctor’s offices and 
at the hospitals and clinics. He wants us to stand 
in line awaiting our turn because the convenience 
of having our own druggists doesn’t conform to 
the goose-step of medicare, etc. 
The protest that has swamped Congress (many 
asking for Goddard’s resignation) must have been 
monumental.

WINTER WHEAT IS A HARDY 
INDIVIDUAL 
As we move into the deep part of the winter of 
1968, people who deal in farm commodities begin 
to look more to the new crop year rather than 
to the old. 
The fact is, supplies of the 1967 
crops available for consumption are now fairly 
well established. The next question is, what are 
the prospects in the growing season ahead? 
Winter wheat is the one major crop for 1968 
already planted. One market analyst, commenting 
on conditions that might indicate either lower or 
higher prices ahead, included among bullish fac­ 
tors the usual efforts to kill off the crop ahead of 
harvest. This is the season of the year, he said, 
when we start getting reports of one thing or an­ 
other that is damaging the wheat. 
Last year long will be remembered by wheat 
authorities as a good example of the hardiness 
of the winter wheat plant. In much of the Plains, 
the crop was damaged by drought, then by late 
spring freezes. Finally it was subjected to pro­ 
longed rains. 
Yet there was a commendable 
harvest. 
Actually, the condition of the 1968 winter wheat 
crop is pretty good. 
Not the best ever, but a 
great improvement over this time last year when 
a dry winter was the big threat. It would be nor­ 
mal for something to happen between now and 
spring to worry wheat farmers and the trade. 
But, again, those with experience will have a 
lot of confidence that the crop will pull through. 
It doesn’t pay to panic at the first adverse report.

Some 300 drugs now in corr>mon medical use will 
be declared “ ineffective” in the coming 18 months 
by the Food and Drug Administration. The first in 
a series of reports is expected by the end of Janu­ 
ary. 
A Senate Monopoly subcommittee resumes 
hearings on Thursday (Jan. 18) on drug industry 
profits. 
SOME FAMILY STANDBYS for common ailments 
are about to follow into oblivion the old specific 
of sulphur and molasses. 
The Food and Drug 
Administration, after a long study of some 3,000 
prescription and proprietary medicines, may take 
some 10 per cent of them off the shelves. 
The total number of drug storejtem s affected by 
the FDA reports in the next year and a half might 
be much more, inasmuch as many drugs are sold 
under several names. The reports will cover 
drugs that came onto the market between 1938 
and 1962. The Kefauver-Harr is Drug Amendments 


of 1962 require manufacturers to demonstrate that 
a drug is not only safe by “effective.” That means 
that many favorites of families — and physicians 
— which were virtually placebos will be barred 
from sale. 
MUCH LITIGATION is likely to spring from the 
outlawing of drugs that the FDA disapproves. Dr. 
James L. Goddard, commissioner of the FDA, on 
Dec. 30 suggested that “a number of physicians 
will be upset,” adding that “knowing my broth­ 
er physicians as I do, I know there are going to 
be a number of complaints.” 
The FDA study was conducted by the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
This has been called the 
counterpart in the scientific community of “the 
Established Church, the House of Lords, the Su­ 
preme Court, and headquarters of the politics 
of science.” 
The man who made that judgment 
concedes at the same time: “In regard to drug 
safety, pesticide hazards, arms control, drug 
hazards, and a score of other issues involving 
the wise use of science and technology, the 
Academy has not demonstrated any great fore­ 
sight prior to outbursts of public concern.” The 
NAS reports relayed through FDA will be some­ 
thing of an innovation all way round. 
THE FDA REPORT on ineffective drugs comes 
at a time when the pharmaceutical industry is in 
a state of apology, or at least self-justification. 
Three major manufacturers were found guilty on 
Dec. 29 of conspiring to control the production 
and distribution of $1.7 billion worth of antibiotics. 
FDA only recently cautioned doctors against use 
of sulfonamide drugs to prevent rheumatic fever. 
Drug prices are under attack by Sen. Russell 
Lo.ig (D La.) and Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.). 
Government data show that American Cyanamid 
has sold for $30.60 a quantity of tetracycline with 
a production cost of as low as $1.52. In 1955 
American Cyanamid’s pre-tax profit on a $50 
million investment in antibiotics was $35.5. mil­ 
lion, or 70.9 per cent. 
The industry defends its practices. C. Joseph 
Stetler, president of the Pharmaceutical Manu­ 
facturers Association, on Nov. 16 told the Senate 
Select Small Business Committee: “ The devel­ 
oping and marketing of the new drug products is 
an uncertain enterprise at best. The percentage 
of the sales dollar which the research-oriented 
drug companies spend to discover and develop 
new products is by far the highest of any Ameri­ 
can industry. Only one of about 6,000 compounds 
tested by drug companies turns out to be a mar­ 
ketable product, and even then it can reach the 
market only after years of animal and clinical 
testing.” 
About 1 billion prescriptions are filled by the 
nation’s retail pharmacists every year. 
More 
than 90 per cent of these “ signify a particular 
drug product of a specific manufacturer,” accord­ 
ing to the drug makers.

A recent unofficial poll taken 
among male hangers-on at a lo­ 
cal office water cooler disclosed 
that four out of five felt that 
feminine impoliteness is on the 
increase.

Goddard’s idea is that drugs and prescrip­ 
tions should be dispensed by doctor’s offices and 
at the hospitals and clinics. He wants us to stand 
in line awaiting our turn because the convenience 
of having our own druggists doesn’t conform to 
the goose-step of medicare, etc. 
The protest that has swamped Congress (many 
asking for Goddard’s resignation) must have been 
monumental. Now Wilbur J. Cohen, u n d e rsec re ­ 
tary of Health, Education and Welfare, announced 
that neither HEW nor the FDA “ favors or en­ 
dorses any proposal for closing down drugstores 
now or in the future.” 
That’s how it stands for now.

WINTER WHEAT IS A HARDY 
INDIVIDUAL 
As we move into the deep part of the winter of 
1968, people who deal in farm commodities begin 
to look more to the new crop year rather than 
to the old. 
The fact is, supplies of the 1967 
crops available for consumption are now fairly 
well established. The next question is, what are 
the prospects in the growing season ahead? 
Winter wheat is the one major crop for 1968 
already planted. One m arket analyst, commenting 
on conditions that might indicate either lower or 
higher prices ahead, included among bullish fac­ 
tors the usual efforts to kill off the crop ahead of 
harvest. This is the season of the year, he said, 
when we start getting reports of one thing or an­ 
other that is damaging the wheat. 
Last year long will be remembered by wheat 
authorities as a good example of the hardiness 
of the winter wheat plant. In much of the Plains, 
the crop was damaged by drought, then by late 
spring freezes. Finally it was subjected to pro­ 
longed rains. 
Yet there was a commendable 
harvest. 
Actually, the condition of the 1968 winter wheat 
crop is pretty good. 
Not the best ever, but a 
great improvement over this time last year when 
a dry winter was the big threat. It would be nor­ 
mal for something to happen between now and 
spring to worry wheat farm ers and the trade. 
But, again, those with experience will have a 
lot of confidence that the crop will pull through. 
It doesn’t pay to panic at the first adverse report.

CHUCKING THE PINK PILLS 
Some 300 drugs now in common medical use will 
be declared “ ineffective” in the coming 18 months 
by the Food and Drug Administration, The first in 
a s e r ie s of reports is expected by the end of Janu­ 
ary. 
A Senate Monopoly subcommittee resumes 
hearings on Thursday (Jan. 18) on drug industry 
profits. 
SOME FAMILY STANDBYS for common ailments 
are about to follow into oblivion the old specific 
of sulphur and molasses. 
The Food and Drug 
Administration, after a long study of some 3,000 
prescription and proprietary medicines, may take 
some IO per cent of them off the shelves. 
The total nvmber of drug store items affected by 
the EDA reports in the next year anda half might 
btj much more, inasmuch as many drugs are sold 
under several names. The reports will cover 
drugs that came onto the market between 1938 
and 1962. The Kefauver-Harris Drug Amendments 


of 1962 require manufacturers to demonstrate that 
a drug is not only safe by “ effective.” That means 
that many favorites of families — and physicians 
— which were virtually placebos will be barred 
from sale. 
MUCH LITIGATION is likely to spring from the 
outlawing of drugs that the FDA disapproves. Dr. 
James L. Goddard, commissioner of the FDA, on 
Dec. 30 suggested that “ a number of physicians 
will be upset,” adding that “ knowing my broth­ 
er physicians as I do, I know there are going to 
be a number of complaints.” 
The FDA study was conducted by the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
This has been called the 
counterpart in the scientific community of “ the 
Established Church, the House of Lords, the Su­ 
preme Court, and headquarters of the politics 
of science.” 
The man who made that judgment 
concedes at the same time: “ In regard to drug 
safety, pesticide hazards, arm s control, drug 
hazards, and a score of other issues involving 
the wise use of science and technology, the 
Academy has not demonstrated any great fore­ 
sight prior to outbursts of public concern.” The 
NAS reports relayed through FDA will be some­ 
thing of an innovation all way round. 
THE FDA REPORT on ineffective drugs comes 
at a time when the pharmaceutical industry is in 
a state of apology, or at least self-justification. 
Three major manufacturers were found guilty on 
Dec. 29 of conspiring to control the production 
and distribution of $1.7 billion worth of antibiotics. 
FDA only recently cautioned doctors against use 
of sulfonamide drugs to prevent rheumatic fever. 
Drug prices are under attack by Sen. Russell 
Long (D La.) and Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.). 
Government data show that American Cyanamid 
has sold for $30.60 a quantity of tetracycline with 
a production cost of as low as $1.52. In 1955 
American Cyanamid’s pre-tax profit on a $50 
million investment in antibiotics was $35.5. mil­ 
lion, or 70.9 per cent. 
The industry defends its practices. C. Joseph 
Stetler, president of the Pharmaceutical Manu­ 
facturers Association, on Nov. 16 told the Senate 
Select Small Business Committee: “ The devel­ 
oping and marketing of the new drug products is 
an uncertain enterprise at best. The percentage 
of the sales dollar which the research-oriented 
drug companies spend to discover and develop 
new products is by far the highest of any Ameri­ 
can industry. Only one of about 6,000 compounds 
tested by drug companies turns out to be a m ar­ 
ketable product, and even then it can reach the 
market only after years of animal and clinical 
testing.” 
About I billion prescriptions are filled by the 
nation’s retail pharm acists every year. 
More 
than 90 per cent of these “ signify a particular 
drug product of a specific m anufacturer,” accord­ 
ing to the drug makers.

acted and the Salina Airport 
Authority was created to take 
over the base, which the De­ 
fense Departm ent agreed to 
dispose ol in several "p a c k ­ 
ages.”

ity. Rent from leasing these 
to p r i v a t e industry would 
operate and maintain the air­ 
port.

At 75, He Still Has Designs

made his nam e as a stage designer back in 
1913 when he dr ped a few gold beads on 
Mata Hari. w ho !v says was about as shapely 
as Twiggy. 


Mata Mari subsequently niet a sticky end in 
tront of a firing squad, being shot as a spy. 
But Komain ‘better known as E rtei has 
never looked back. Now 75 years old. R us­ 
sian-born L ite is as active as ever. 


To cap it all. Erte. at an age where most 
men have already been retired for 10 years, 
has suddenly embarked upon an entirely new 
career as a sculptor in metal. 


Some of his winglike sculptures are now on 
show here in London, together with nearly 
600 of his lashion and theatrical designs. If 
recent experience is any guide, they will be 
snapped up by collectors. When 179 of E rte’s 
designs went on display in New York in June, 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art bought up 
the lot on the opening day. 


To get back to Mata Hari. Erte savs that 
she was vastly overrated as a tem ptress. 
“She had no hips nor breasts. In fact, she 
was built just !«ke Twiggy. I did the-best I 
could by designing for her an Oriental cos­ 
tume of gold beads that made her look quite 
nude." 


Erte reached the height of his fam e in the 
roaring ’20s when he designed for the Zieg- 


teld Follies, George White’s Scandals, Holly­ 
wood and H arper’s Bazaar. 
Hollywood, however, was a bitter disap­ 
pointment. 
Metro-Goldwvn-Mayer 
brought 
him to America in 1925 to work on a film 
called " P a ris .” They built an exact replica of 
Ki te’s studio in Monte Carlo for him to work 
in. then left him to cool his heels for a year. 
"I was given a fabulous salary but no work 
to do.” he explains. "However, 1 w asn’t al­ 
lowed to go out of town even for the weekend, 
lor fear my services might be needed. In the 
end I gave up in disgust and went back to 
P a ris.” 
All that Hollywood did for Erte was to add 
the title "P rin ce ” in front of his name. “ I 
guess they thought I would sound more glam ­ 
orous if I were Prince de Tirtoff,” he says, 
laughingly. "In thore days princes were a 
dime a dozen.” 
With the stock m ark et crash of 1929. the 
demand for E rte ’s extravagant costume de­ 
signs tapered off. As the breadlines length­ 
ened. the Ziegfeld Follies folded. So did 
George White’s Scandals. E rte turned his 
talents to designing for opera. 
It was not until recently with the craze 
for the 1920s in vogue that Erte was “ redis­ 
covered.” Today, dresses which Erte made 
40 years ago for a Broadway revue called 
“Manhattan Mary” would sell like hot cakes 
in Carnaby Street. They feature miniskirts 
as well as pop art designs. 
The drawings them selves are sought by 
private collectors and art museums, because 
they trace the history of fashion for the past

Some of his wmglike sculptures are now on 
show here in London, together with nearly 
tkx) of ins fashion and theatrical designs. If 
recent experience is any guide, they wilt bt* 
snapped up by collectors w hen 179 of Krte’s 
designs went on display in New York in June, 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art bought up 
the lot on the opening day. 
To get balk to Mata Bari, E rie sass that 
she was vastly overrated as a tem ptress. 
“ She had no hips nor breasts. In fact, she 
was built lust Uke Twiggy. I did the best I 
could by designing for her an Oriental cos­ 
tume of gold beads that made her look quite 
nude." 


E rie reached tin* height of his fame in the 
roaring 20s when he designed lor the Zieg- 


feld Follies. George White’s Scandals, Holly­ 
wood and H a rp e r s Bazaar. 
Hollywood, however, was a bitter disap­ 
pointment. 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
brought 
him to America in 1925 to work on a film 
called " P a r is .” They built an exact replica of 
K rte’s studio in Monte Carlo for him to work 
in. then left him to cool his heels for a year. 
“ I w as given a fabulous salary but no work 
to do.” he explains. "H owever, I w asn’t al­ 
lowed to go out of town even for the weekend, 
tor fear my services might be needed. In the 
end I gave up in disgust and went back to 
P a ris.” 
All that Hollywood did for E rte was to add 
the title "P rin c e ” in front of his name. "I 
guess they thought I would sound more glam ­ 
orous if I were Prince de Tirtoff,” he says, 
laughingly. "In thore days princes were a 
dime a dozen.” 
With the stock m arket c ra sh of 1929, the 
demand for E r te ’s extravagant costume de­ 
signs tapered off. As the breadlines length­ 
ened, tile Zjegfeid Follies folded. So did 
George White’s Scandals. E rte turned his 
talents to designing for opera. 
It was not until recently with the craze 
for the 1920s in vogue that E rte was ‘‘redis­ 
covered.” Today , dresses which E rte m ade 
40 years ago for a Broadway revue called 
".Manhattan M ary” W'ould sell like hot cakes 
in Carnaby Street. They feature miniskirts 
as well as pop art designs.
